PEARS 


It is necessary to have two different varieties of pears to insure 
proper pollination. However, Bartlett and Seckel will not cross pollinate. 


Bartlett 


Large, golden yellow with a blush, widely adaptable, excellent for 
commercial and home canning, ripening about September Ist. 


Anjou 

Large, yellowish green, with prominant dots and russetting, excellent 
for home and commercial planting. Ripening after Bartlett in late Septem- 
ber. 


Bosc 

Large, tapering necked, excellent quality, pleasant aroma, brownish 
yellow in color, productive and hangs well to the tree, ripening late 
in September.
